C hicago,Sept. 4.—W illiam Siegert blew 
hit brain* outlast evening after a lively 
scuffle with his wife and half a dozen 
neighbors who tried to disarm him. 
Sie- 
gert was a gardener, 25 years old, and had 
two children. 
He lived at the corner of 
Addison and Hoyne avenue/i, as dreary a 
place as could be found in Cook county 
He came down-town early in the morning 
with a wagon-load of vegetables, which 
he disposed of at the North Side market 
about noon. 
When he returned home he 
tvas very despondent. 
He told his wife 
that he intended killing himself, and a 
short time afterward took a revolver from 
a bureau drawer, loaded it with the ut­ 
most care and then placed the muzzle 
against his head preparatory to firing. 
I h e W ife W a s T o o Q uick . 
Mrs. Siegert, who is a small but power­ 
ful woman, sprang 
at 
her 
husband, 
snatched the gun from his hand, and be­ 
fore he could recover from the effects of 
the blow, seized the weapon and carried it 
into another room. 
In a moment Seigert 
became transformed into a lunatic. 
He 
grabbed up a big carving knife and swore 
he would cut his wife's head off if she did 
not instantly restore the pistol. 
Mrs. Sie- 
gert fled from the bouse and ran to « 
neighbor’s place a few doors away and 
told the story of her ail venture. The word 
was passed to other houses, and in a short 
time ten or twelve men were hurrying to­ 
ward Siegert.’«*, with a view to preventing 
him lroru taking his own life. 
A’ K enittrkitble S c o ic , 
When they reached the house Siegert 
was standing on the porch, revolver in 
hand. 
Iw u n r three men sprang at him, 
intending to take the w. upon away, hut 
they retreated in hot haste when the re­ 
volver was pointed at them. 
“ I ’ll kill 
you all, 
the lunatic shouted, “ if you 
don t 1 c*t me alone. 
1 am going to kill 
myselt, and you can see me do it.” 
He 
jumped down the steps three at a time, 
brandishing the revolver inn way that 
made the crowd scatter in evey direc­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Sieuert implored her husband 
to throw* the revolver away, and for re­ 
ply received a scowl that made her shrink 
out of sight in terror. 
T h e F a ta l Sho t F ired . 
Siegert walked slowly around to the 
barnyard and at every step he dared his 
neighbors to follow him. 
The most, of 
them followed cautiously. Taking a posi­ 
tion near the barn door Siegert deliberate­ 
ly raised the revolver to his head. 
The 
muzzle rested about an inch above his 
right ear. 
lie glanced 
around at the 
blanched faces of his neighbors a moment, 
and then closing his eyes pulled the trig­ 
ger. 
'1 here was flash and a report, and 
the suicide toppled over on his side with 
his brains oozing from a bullet hole above 
the right ear. 
Almost before the horri­ 
fied spectators could reach his side his 
heart had ceased to 1/eat. 
He died with­ 
out a struggle. 
A S m a ll D eb t tlie Ca use. 
Mrs. Siegert when she saw her hus­ 
band’s dead body, threw herself across it 
and was carried into the house a moment 
afterward in a dead faint. 
The body was 
picked up, taken 
into the house and 
properly eared for. 
Siegert, it seems, has 
been despondent for some time, and only 
a week Hiro threatened to end his life in a 
similar manner. 
Jlis intimate friends 
say lie was worried about a small debt he 
owed a city merchant, and which he was 
unable to pay on demand.

TREES. 


S e v e ra l C u rio u s L egen d * C o n ce rn in g th e 
P a lm , O a k a nd A*h. 
The palm, the oak and the arfii are. 
according to a tim ely and interesting 
article in tb*» Deutsche Rundschau, the 
three trees which, since tim e imme­ 
m orial. were held to be snored trees. 
The first among them which figures on 
the oldest monuments and pictures of 
the Egyptians 
and Assyrians is the 
date palm (Phoenix daetdifera), which 
was the sym bol of the world and of 
creation, and the fruit of which filled 
th e faithful with divine strength and 
prepared them for the pleasures of im ­ 
m ortality. 
‘ Honor, ' »aid Mahomet, 
“ thy paternal aunt, the date palm, foi 
in paradise it was created out of the 
same dust of the ground 
Another Mahom etan tradition of a 
later period says that when Adam left 
Paradise he was allow ed to take with 
him three things—a m yrtle, because it 
was the most lovely and 
the most 
scented flower of the earth; a wheat 
ear, liecause it had the ns>*t nourish­ 
ment, and a date, because it was the 
moet glorious fru it of the earth. 
The 
date from Paradise was in some m ar­ 
velous way brought to the Hejast; from 
it have come all the date palm s in the 
world, and A llah destined it to be the 
food of all the true l>e lie vers who shall 
conquer every country where the date 
palm glows. 
The Jew s and the Arabs again looked 
upon the same tree as a mystical alle­ 
gory of human beings, for, like them, 
it dies when its head (the summit) is 
ut off. and uhen a limb (branch) is 
once cut off it does not grow again. 
Those who know can understand the 
mysterious language of the branches 
on days when then* is no wind, when 
whisjievs of present and future events 
»tv com m urb ated by the tree, 
A b ra­ 
ham o f old, so tin* rabbis says, under 
stood the language of the palm. 
J lie oak was always considered a 
“ holy’* tree by our own ancestors, and 
above all by the nations of the north 
of Europe, 
W hen TVinifnd of Devon­ 
shire <(>80-75-1 A. D .) went forth on his 
wanderings through Germ any to preach 
the Gospel one of his iirst actions was 
to 
it down t.ht* giant oak in Saxony 
which was dedicated to Thor and wor­ 
shiped by the people from 
far and 
near. 
But when he had nearly felled 
the «Kik, and while tin* people were 
cursing and threatening the saint, a 
supernatural storm swept over it. seized 
the summit, broke every branch and 
Jash.sl it, quad superni motus solalis, 
with a tremendous c^ash to the ground. 
I h<* heathens acknowledged the mar 
vel, and many of them wen* converted 
there and then. 
But the saint built a 
chapel of tin* wood of this very oak 
and dedicated it to St. Peter 
B u t the sacred oaks do not seem to 
have always done their duty. 
Thus, 
for instance, a famous oak in Ireland 
was dedicated to the Irish saint Goluin- 
| ban, one of th » peculiarities of the tree 
being that- whoever corned a piece of 
its wood in his mouth would never be 
hanged. 
A lter a fine*. however, the 
holy oak of Konmare was destroyiyl in 
i storm. 
No!ksly dai'ed gather the 
w oxl except a gardener, who burned 
some shoe leather with the bark; but 
when he wore the shoes made of this 
leal her for the first time he Invanio a 
leper, and was never cured. 
In tIi * aboey of Vetrou, in Brittan v 
stood an old oak tree which had grown 
< mt of the staff o.'St. Martin, the first ab­ 
bot of the monastery, and in the shade
